Held at the 
new Raymond High School cafetorium, the production was 
most successful and ended with Rachel Britt being named 
Jr. Miss Raymond and Jayne Paradis chosen as Miss Ray- 
mond. The 225th Anniversary Ball was held that evening 
in the new gymnasium with balloon trees and pastel-colored 
decorations carrying out the theme and adding to the 
festivities as nearly 400 guests were feted to an evening 
of superb refreshments and dancing into the midnight hour. 


Sunday, July 9th began with an Ecumenical church ser- 
vice on the common with Reverend Anthony Jarek-Glidden 
of the Raymond Methodist Church and Reverend Neil Iver- 
son of the Raymond Congregational Church leading the 
workshop. 


The Old Home Day program began at 1:00 p.m. with 
many participants dressed in costumes of earlier days. State 
and local dignitaries were welcomed including State Senator 
William Johnson, the featured speaker; and Congressman 
Robert Smith.

1989 REPORT OF THE 
CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year the Selectmen found that with the 
Town Manager form of Government, we could spend less 
time with the day to day operations of the Town, and devote 
more time working on long range projects and priorities 
that were badly needed. 


The following are the projects we selected as priorities 
for 1989 and an explanation on how we addressed the 
project: 


1-Leveling out taxes 


We felt that in order to provide services to the com- 
munity, the property tax of the Town should be brought 
under control so that it wouldn’t have a year to year roller- 
coaster effect on the taxpayers. To address this we took 
a long hard look into department expenses and have come 
up with a 1990 budget that reflects actual needs rather than 
‘‘panic expenditures’’ that occur occasionally. By doing 
this, 1990’s total budget appropriations are less than those 
of 1989. 


2-Safety Complex 


At the rate of growth in Raymond, it has been very 
clear for several years that a complex to house the Safety 
Services of Raymond is badly needed. It is also very clear 
that this type of complex must be affordable in order for 
the taxpayers to support it. After many hours of discus- 
sion it is our hope that with the design-build type of facili- 
ty that it could be built with no increases in taxes, and that 
goal has been attained. 


3-Water Line Construction 


One of our goals in this area was to address the area 
near the landfill site. It has yet to be determined if the 
leachate from the landfill is the cause of some of the water 
problems in the area, but because of the availibility of Com- 
munity Developement Block Grants we were able to ex- 
tend water mains to that section of Town. 


4-Codification of Town Regulations 


Since the beginning of Raymond in 1764, every year 
at Town Meeting new regulations and ordinances have been 
voted on. We found that it is very difficult to try to look 
back into previous Town Reports to find the exact wor- 
ding of the ordinances. Several years ago we selected 
General Code Publishers to help us research and piece 


together these regulations. This year at Town Meeting we 
have included an article which will make it possible to final- 
ly publish the ordinances and regulations into a report that 
can be read and updated easily. 


5-Administrative Code 


With the advent of the Town Manager form of Govern- 
ment it became very clear that the duties of Town Officials 
and Town Officers have changed. The Administrative Code 
which will be completed shortly, list the duties of Town 
Officials, Town Officers, Department Heads, and Boards 
and Commissions and also goes into detail on how each 
will work in conjunction with the other. 


6-C I P Program 


The Capital Improvements Plan is an ongoing program 
which takes a look at long range goals and capital expenses. 
This program is actually a function of the Planning Board, 
but the Selectmen along with the Budget Committee use 
it as a tool to help us plan for long range expenses. 


7-Landfill Closure 


We realize that in the future the landfill area will have 
to be completly closed. So far we have covered over 75% 
of the landfill and have budgeted money each year for the 
full closure. We are in an ongoing program of monitering 
the landfill leachate and take whatever steps that are 
necessary to see that the landfill is properly maintained and 
closed according to the closure plan. 


8-Inventory of Land,Roads & Equipment 


The inventory of Town owned land is nearly complete. 
Over the past several decades the town has acquired a great 
number of pieces of land and once the inventory is com- 
pleted, the Town can decide if this land is valuable to the 
Town or if it should be sold. 


The inventory of Town Roads is complete. For several 
years it was unclear which roads were private roads and 
which ones were public roads. We now have a complete 
list of all public roads and the classification of those roads. 


The inventory of Town equipment is almost complete. 
We felt that the taxpayers as well as Town Officals should 
have the knowledge of exactly what equipment the Town 
ownes as well as its value. 


9-Computerization of all Town Offices 


This has been an ongoing project which should be com- 
plete in less than a year. All bookkeeping,payroll,tax 
records, tax collector records, building and health dept. 
records,planning board and ZBA records, Capital Im- 
provements Plan,Recreation Dept., and library records as 
well as all Town inventories are now computerized. Very 
shortly the Fire, Police and Dispatch Center will be com- 
puterized. The only area that needs attention is the Water 
Dept. and it is hoped that this project will be next. 


As you can see by this report, the Selectmen can now 
work on long range goals and priorities that at one time 
had come second to the everyday needs of the community. 
What we have accomplished this year is the result of the 
leadership of the Town Manager and the cooperation she 
has been given by the Department Heads and all of the 
Town Employees.

It has been a great pleasure to serve as Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen in 1989. Last March I had several 
concerns with the transition to the Town Manager form of 
Government, but now there is no question in my mind that 
the Town made the right choice. The Town Manager can 
concentrate on the daily operations of the Town , while the 
Selectmen can become more involved with long range plan- 
ning for the Town. 


I would like to thank the Selectmen ( Sally Paradis, 
Frank Bishop, Roberta Johnson, and Russ Ege), Martha 
St.Amand, Dana Kingston, all Department Heads, all Town 
Employees, and the Citizens of Raymond for helping make 
my term as Chairman a smooth and constructive one.

TOWN MANAGER 
1989 ANNUAL REPORT 


My first priority as directed by the Raymond Board 
of Selectmen in 1989 was to level the tax rate in 1990 and 
provide expanded service to the public. To this end an em- 
phasis was placed on seeking grants and donations for 
various projects. Over $100,000 in grants and in-kind dona- 
tions were awarded to raymond in 1989. The Raymond 
Police Department was awarded $27,500 in grant monies 
for drug enforcement work and grants applications. It was 
only through the hard work and dedication of Chief Dolan 
and department employees that these monies were receiv- 
ed. The Parks and Recreation Department applied on behalf 
of the School District and received a $25,000 grant award 
for the Carroll Lake Beach Project. Both the Parks and 
Recreation Director and Hughin Holt of Epping Street were 
responsible for this success. $30,000 worth of gravel and 
fill was donated to the Town by Ronald DeCola of DeCola 
Development. $12,500 of labor and materials was donated 
to the Town by David Scelzi of Coastal Materials. $5,000 
worth of fire hose was donated to the Fire Department by 
Clifford Sharps of Criteria Furniture, Inc. $1,000 in grant 
money was received by the Raymond Fire Department 
through the diligent work of Chief Pratt & Lt. Hammond 
for forestry hose and back packs by the State Department 
of Resource and Economic Development. Other gifts too 
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numerous to mention were donated also and were certain- 
ly appreciated. 


As you noted in the Chairman’s report there are several 
other goals that we have already accomplished to further 
organize the Town administration. Job descriptions have 
been written for all employees. Computerization of the 
departments is being completed. On the following page you 
will find charts of the town’s 1989 expenditures and 
revenues. 


It has been an honor and challenge to serve as Ray- 
mond’s first Town Manager and I have enjoyed working 
with the many residents I ahve met in the last 8 months. 
I am sure you will agree that the success of the Town of 
Raymond and Town Manager form of government is large- 
ly due to the support and hardwork of the Selectmen, 
Department heads and town employees. I have witnessed 
these three grouos work beyond all expectations to establish 
this government and they are to be commended for it.

It may take some time before you become familiar 
with the new process, however, if you need any informa- 
tion or have any questions, do not hesitate to give us a call. 
We are always available to explain the tax and billing pro- 
cess. Our business hours are 8:00 AM to 5:00 PM Mon- 
day thru Friday and Monday evenings 7:00 PM to 9:00 PM. 


The Municipal Agent Program has been a great suc- 
cess. The residents are taking advantage of saving time and 
money by eliminating the trip to the Registry. You will note 
that this program has produced almost $9,000 in revenue 
this past year. 


New fees have been legislated this year which resulted 
in an increase in plate fees and dog licensing fees. The plates 
have been increased by $2.40 and the dog licensing fees 
by $1.00, however, the senior citizen fee has remained at 
$2.00. We do have a new license tag this year that has a 
red fire hydrant motif to dress up your canines. Most im- 
portant, of course, is that dogs must have rabies shots and 
be licensed. The current licenses expire April 30th this year. 


The cash receipts for this year were over $9,000,000; 
no small sum. We are getting to be a big business. 


I would like to thank the community for their support 
and patience during this past year; with taxes and auto 
registrations due at the same time, it creates a very busy 
office.

RAYMOND AMBULANCE 


As the new decade begins, the Raymond Ambulance 
is continuing to grow and change in order to serve this com- 
munity with the type of Emergency Medical Service we 
can all be proud of. 


This year, we have instituted Advanced Life Support 
(ALS) service. We now have three Emergency Medical 
Technician Intermediates (EMT-I), two of which are on 
full-time days. One of our EMT-I’s will soon be certified 
as a paramedic. 


In addition to two Intermediates, the Association has 
put six members through EMT school, three members 
through a Defibrilator class, and two members through an 
EOA (ALS airway) class. We also hold a training meeting 
once a month that is open to the public. 


Our roster now includes 26 people, three EMT-I’s, six 
EMT-D,s (two of which are EOA), six EMT’s and eleven 
AFA’s (Advanced First Aid). We also have an auxiliary 
membership which includes four Raymond Firemen and 
two Fremont Rescue members. 


The membership of Raymond Ambulance would like 
to extend our thanks to the members of the Raymond Fire 
Department, Raymond Police Department, Raymond 
Dispatch Center, and to the Rescue Squads, Police and 
Firemen of Fremont and Deerfield. All of the above men- 
tioned men and women have been there whenever needed, 
day and night, rain or shine. 


We would also like to thank the area businesses for 
their moral and financial support through the years, and 
the people who send in donations, or remember us when 
there is a loved one lost. We hope all of you continue to 
support us in any way you can. 


A very heartfelt thanks to our families for their never 
ending supply of love and understanding. It would be very 
hard indeed to deal with some of the ‘‘difficult calls’’ with 
out their support. 


In order to keep up with all the paperwork involved 
with running the Association, we have enlisted Comstar.

BUILDING AND HEALTH 
ANNUAL REPORT 


1989 saw Raymond continue its growth with 140 new 
living units permitted. In comparison to 1987 at 140 units 
and 1988 at 145 units, it appears that for the present we 
have settled in at a growth rate of approximately 4%. 
Although much less than the 8% or 9% we saw in 1985 
and 1986 it is still a sizable percentage. 140 new homes 
translates into approximately 70 new school age children 
or about 350 new residents, per year. 


Again, to some 4% may seem relatively small but a 
proper perspective must be maintained. All indicators point 
to a large slowdown in housing starts but Raymond con- 
tinues unchanged year after year. At our present rate (4%) 
we will have a population of some 15,000 people residing 
here by the year 2000. It is almost assured that new hous- 
ing booms will only serve to increase our growth rate and 
a population of 15,000 may be reached all that much sooner. 


With this in mind it becomes clear that accurate, con- 
cise planning is our best resource for the foreseeable future. 


I urge support of the Planning Board’s work on the 
Master Plan and Capital Improvements programs, but most 
of all support for the Impact Fee legislation currently before 
the State, as this will require our continued growth to help 
pay for the Capitol costs (schools, fire, police, roads and 
municipal services) that it directly creates. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
Town’s residents for another interesting, enjoyable and 
satisfying year.

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS COMMITTEE 
January 14, 1990 


The Raymond Capital Improvement Projects (CIP) 
Committee has completed the annual schedule update, now 
for 1990 through 1996. With input from the school and 
town for the six-year plan, the committee is pleased to an- 
nounce no year in the CIP schedule will expend as much 
as in 1989, the peak year. The schedule is published in the 
Raymond Master Plan and is also used in the budgeting 
process. 


The seoond most distinquishing feature of the 1990 CIP 
schedule regards bond issues. The library trustees should 
be commended for postponing their proposed library 
renovation so the much-needed safety complex proposal will 
have increased voter support. The Safety Complex Com- 
mittee will complete and present their recommendations 
before the town meeting. The projected safety complex cost 
is about $900,000. This is down from the architect-designed 
$1,600,000 facility failing 2/3 voter support the last two 
years. Attention is also being given to future use of the ex- 
isting fire-police-dispatch station. 


At this writing in mid-January, the school system is 
developing warrant alternatives to give the voters a choice 
in how to address elementary school overcrowding and 
future enrollment increases. Probably, four choices will 
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offer buying, lease-to-own or rent of six portable 
classrooms added at the middle school, or construction of 
a second elementary school on Harriman Hill. 


Also of special merit is the Solid Waste and Septage 
Study Committee’s recommendation for the town to run 
its own trash pickup and transportation system. In just a 
few year’s time, contract bid cost avoidance can save almost 
$1,000,000. 


Public hearings on the school and town budgets and 
special money warrant articles will be held in late January 
and early February. 


The 1990 Capital Improvement Projects Committee 
thanks the department heads for their input in this process, 
the SAU 33 Superintendent and the Town Manager for their 
assistance, and the town planning consultant for his 
guidance. The 1990 members are Franklin Bishop, select- 
man; Arthur Devlin, school board; Francis Keefe, plann- 
ing board; and Roger Retzke, budget committee.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Conservation Commission was reactivated in 1989 
and now has six new members. The projects of the year 
have included many dredge & fill application and site 
reviews, enforcing several wetlands violations and seek- 
ing out interns from University of New Hampshire to help 
in Town Land research. In addition to these functions the 


Conservation Commission jointly sponsored a Wild Game 
Dinner with the Veterans of Foreign Wars Post #3486 to 
send seven High School students to a Conservation Camp. 
We look forward to another year of insuring the Town of 
Raymond remains an environmentally sound area in New 
Hampshire. 


DISPATCH 


1989 was a busy year for the Dispatch Center. Statistics 
for all the departments involved are up considerably which 
in turn means more work and more paperwork for 
Dispatchers. 


The Police Department purchased a Computer which 
is being installed at the present time and hopefully with 
some instruction it will be in use and a great asset before 
Town Meeting. This will eventually contain all Police 
Department records, the dispatch log and street and resi- 
dent indexes with needed hazemat information and types 
of residents in each home which will assist the Fire Depart- 
ment in their job. 


There is also a SPOTS computer due soon. This is a 
direct link to the State Police computer in Concord and we 
will be able to get registration listings and motor vehicle 
record checks without going by radio to Concord or by 
phone to Rockingham Dispatch and copying by hand the 
information to repeat to the Officer. We will also have ac- 
cess to the National Computer to check for stolen items 
or wanted persons. 


The recorder mentioned in last years report has been 
on line since April and is proving to be very useful. 


Richard Davis the Civil Defence Director has again 
come to our aid with a back-up radio and encoder which 
will replace the old radio which has been on line or as back-

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up for approximately 20 yrs. When the main radio went 
down, someone had to come in and transfer lines to the 
old radio in order to tone out for fire or Ambulance. The 
new encoder with the new radio will do all with the flip 
of a switch. This will also help when transfering the main 
radio to the new complex. It will eliminate down-time 


We are again looking forward with high hopes to new 
quarters. We are very aware of the tax situation and the 
need for additional room in the schools, however, we have 
cut our budgets and the construction budget and hope the 
Townspeople will see our grave need for space. 


We would like to thank all the departments we work 
with for their cooperation and support. This includes the 
Raymond Police Department, Raymond Fire Department, 
Raymont Highway Department, Raymond Ambulance 
Association, Raymond Water Department, Raymond 
Building Inspector, all at the Town Officer Building and 
the Fremont and Deerfield Fire Departments and Rescue 
Squads. 


We would also like to thank the people of Raymond 
for their support and assistanc. for continuing to work with 
us to make this a good and safe place to live.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 
1989 ANNUAL REPORT 


As in years past Raymond Emergency Management 
has continued to update the Town’s Basic Emergency 
Management Plan. 


Training was conducted with the Fire Department on 
handling radiogical accident. 


Lt. Paul Hammond, Raymond Fire Department, 
Building Inspector Richard Mailhot and myself attended 
a seminar in Concord on ‘‘Flood Awareness’’, later in the 
year I attended a Emergency Managers Workshop. 


An “‘information center’’ has been installed in the 
Town Office Building, where interested people may pick- 
up, free of charge, information on handling emergencies. 
A popular publication is “‘In Time of Emergency’’, with 
over 100 copies being given out during the year. 


In January the Emergency Management back-up radio 
was used in the Dispatch Center for a short time due to 
the main console being down. In November, Dispatch re- 
quested the Mobile Command Post for assistance with com- 
munication until an alternate source of power could be 
found to run their console. In February, the Mobile Com- 
mand Post responded to the scene of a fatal structure fire 


to help shelter the firefighters from the extreme cold as well 
as provide a communication link at the fire scene. 
Throughout the year, the Highway Department has made 
use of one of the emergency generators at job sites to run 
power tools and equipment. 


This year a modern and complete emergency back-up 
radio was installed in the Dispatch Center to eliminate any, 
off the air time, should there be any problems with their 
radio system. A more efficient heating system was also ac- 
quired for the Mobile Command Post. 


I would again like to thank Sandra Ellis for her 
assistance in taping F.E.M.A. teleconferences. 


I would like to thank other members of the Raymond 
Emergency Management: Susan Davis, Burgess Robinson 
and Philip Talbot, the members of the Raymond Fire 
Department, Police Department, Dispatch Center, Highway 
Department, and the employees of the Town Office 
Building for their assistance throughout the year.

The Raymond Fire Department responded to 227 calls 
this year, they were as follows;

This has been another busy year for our Fire Depart- 
ment. Total number of calls and building inspections have 
increased. Structure fires have doubled since last year. In- 
spections have almost doubled. ISO (Insurance Service Of- 
fice) spent three days in Raymond and will be back in the 
Spring for further testing. This Department sets the Fire 
Insurance rating for the Town. 


It is with deep regret that I have to report Raymonds 
eighth Fire fatality in Forty years. On Febuary 18 at 3:18 
a.m. we responded to a fully involved Structure Fire at 14 
Scotland Drive. The resulting fire caused the death of five 
year old Jason Paoletta. Ralph Paoletta received second and 
third degree burns on 80% of his body in an attempt to save 
his son. The tragedy left the family with expensive medical 
bills, no clothing and a gutted house. The fire was so in- 
tense the Paoletta’s two cars burned in the driveway. 


The people of Raymond hearing of the loss started to 
help. Under direction of Jack Barnes and Peggy Lewis 
money and clothing started to come in. The fire station and 
Saint Micheals of Exeter filled up with clothing and house 
hold goods. What could not be used by the family was sold 
at McDonalds by Peggy Lewis and the Scouts of Raymond. 
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The Elementary School collected pennies to help. The total 
of all projects raised over $7000.00 and clothing. 


Two other calls this year gave R.F.D. State wide 
recognition of a more positive nature. The Department 
recieved Commedation for their actions from Governer 
Judd Gregg and Fire Marshall Bill Toland. On August 3 
the R.F.D. responded to a reported pick-up truck fire. First 
units on scene reported placarding on the truck as a Class 
A Explossive. The magazine in the pick-up truck was smok- 
ing. The immediate area was evacuated with the help of 
Raymond Police and State Police. The next few hours were 
tense. When we learned that the load was mixed we in- 
creased the evacuation area. The truck carried Dynomite, 
Amonium Nitrate and 500 Blasting Caps. The same ex- 
plosives that took the lives of Kansas City Firefighters this 
year. We received Technical assistance from the followlng 
agencies, Fire Marshals Office, Austian Powder, State 
Police, Hazmat, Motor Vehicle, OSHA, Deerfield Fire, 
Raymond Police, Raymond Ambulance and Raymond 
Selectmen. We are very thankfull for the good turn out. 
The whole operation was completed with out a single injury. 


The second Commedation we received was for assiting 
in the Danville Tire Fire. This fire threatened the health 
of many people and the environment. I am very proud to 
have our Firefighters participate in helping Kingston, Dan- 
ville and Hampstead. Together hundreds of Firefighters 
from as far away as York Maine and Weare N.H. moved 
millions of gallons of water to control the raging fire. All 
through the night into the next day millions of dollars of 
fire apparatus labored. This exemplifies the Fire Service. 


This has been another rewarding year with the Scouts. 
The Scouts raised 4800 pieces of food for the States hungry. 
Some of the food came back to Raymond to help. They 
also sponsered the tree lighting on the common and many 
other beneficial activities for the community. 


This year the Explorer Post has made us very proud 
by receiving a plaque from the Daniel Webster Coucil, 
recognizing our Explorer Post as Rookie Post of the year. 
We are lucky to have another Explorer join the ranks of 
R.F.D. Jason Rollins comes to us with Fire Fighter I cer- 
tification and has been a valuable addition. Some key peo- 
ple in Scouting that I most thank for the outstanding year 
are Peggy Lewis, Bub Rollins, Rick Sahlin, Richard 
Aduette, Pat Darby, Bill Hoitt, Richard Nunziato and Kevin 
Woods. 


Our fleet of Fire Trucks are in good mechanical shape. 
We have the oldest Fleet of trucks of the five towns around 
us. The Pierce Engine we are having built should be com- 
pleted in time for Town meeting. This truck and a 20 year 


replacement plan will get the fleet up to a modern standard 
again. Engine 1, 1974 International, had the pump rebuilt 
and will have body work done in 1990. The 1940 Hose 
wagon has engine block problems. This problem will mean 
replacement of the engine very soon. 


This has been a demanding year for everyone. The 
force put in over 6000 hours in firefighting, training and 
meetings. The department even spent weekends checking 
detectors in 320 residences. Smoke detectors do save lives, 
Please check yours. 


My sincere thanks to all the dedicated Firefighters that 
have helped protect life and property with a cost to your 
family life, personal income and meals. My thanks also to 
the family members of the Firefighters for helping them 
be this dedicated. The following are your Firefighters.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


The Town had twenty-two brush and grass fires in 
1989. The State requires that any person wishing to kindle 
an outside fire must obtain a permit the day of the burn. 
A burning permit may be obtained free of charge every day 
of the week from the Warden of Deputy Wardens. The time 
set aside for permit writing is 3:00 P.M. to 5:00 P.M. It 
is a good idea to call first at 895-3321. 


This year the fire service received more state cut backs. 
One cut that may affect our response time is the cut back 
in Lookout Towers. At this time it is not known which 
towers will be shut down. The other area is Forest Fire 
Training. In the past our state instructors were funded 
through Concord, now each town must pay for this service. 


Our forestry equipment is mostly Army surplus. At 
times we have trouble finding parts but for the most part 
the trucks serve us well. This year Lieutenant Paul Ham- 
mond won a grant for $1,000.00 of forestry equipment. 


We purchased more hose and back packs at no cost to the

round. One year the truck received hundreds of dollars van- 
dalism.

I want to thank all the residents of the Town for their 
help in preventing forest fires. Also, I would like to thank 
all the Raymond Fire Department members and my Depu- 
ty Fire Wardens for the volunteer hours spent writing and 
checking burning permits throughout the year.

TOWN REPORT 


Any Raymond resident who left Town in 1980 and 
returned in 1990 would quickly recognize that the Town 
is no longer a small and quiet Town in Rockingham Coun- 
ty, but rather an active residential and evolving commer- 
cial and industrial center in the fast growing Southern New 
Hampshire environment. The Town’s population has almost 
doubled since 1980 and has tripled since 1970. The com- 
pletion of NH 101 with two exits in Town, has provided 
a unique opportunity for Raymond t acquire quality com- 
mercial and industrial development. What will Raymond 
look like in the year 2000 and 2010? 


Raymond can either be swept along by the high pace 
development of Souther New Hampshire, or it can direct 
and guide the development so that new development is com- 
patible with the existing environment and becomes a benefit. 
The Town has chosen the later. Land Use regulations (Zon- 
ing, Subdivision and Site Plan Review regulations) shape 
the character of a community. The Master Plan survey 
showed that Town residents desire more commercial and 
industrial development. They recognize that residential 
development will occur, but that it should be properly 
planned and designed so that it does not become a burden 
to the Town because of poorly designed streets and drainage 
areas. The Planning Board is very concerned that propos- 
ed developments be properly planned and correctly design- 
ed and implemented. 


My job is to provide assistance and guidance to the 
Raymond Planning Board so that the Board can carry out 
its responsibilities effectively in accordance with state law 
and Town Regulations. The Town’s land use regulations 
provide the standards against which proposal’s are 
reviewed. 


Since April, 1988, the Building Inspector/Health Of- 
ficer and I spend every Thursday afternoon meeting with 
applicants to review their proposals. These reviews ensure 
that new developments conform with existing regulations, 
meets and hopefully exceeds health and safety requirements, 
and creates a pleasant and attractive environment for the 
users of the services and the residents in the subdivisions. 


I believe these staff reviews have enabled the Planning 
Board to conduct its public hearings efficiently and 
throughly so that pleasant and attractive buildings and 
developments are created. Examples of this include the new 
Shop N Save, Plaza 27, the new Bowling Alley, and the 
soon to be built Dunkin Donuts. 


Planning is not static, and consequently, the Planning 
Board reviews its land use regulations on a regualr basis. 
I assist the Board with the update of its Zoning Ordinance, 
Subdivision Regulations, and Site Plan Review Regulations 
so that they are consistent with the desires of the Town and 
its residents, conform with State Law, and are practical and 
reasonable. The Board recently adopted Excavation Regula- 
tions, which the Board and many residents recognized as 
a need. 


Two important points deserve mention. First, the plan- 
ning and implementation of the Town’s land use regula- 
tions require a ‘‘team effort’’ among all of the principal 
participants including the Planning Board, the Building In- 
spector, the Town’s Consulting Engineer, the Town 
Manager, developers, surveyors and affected abutters. Se- 
cond, much of the cost for planning reviews and inspec- 
tions is borne by the applicant or developer. 


The Board has concerns for the 1990s such as work 
on the Water Protection Plan, an aquifer protection or- 
dinance, an Impact fee ordinance, and consideration of per- 
formance standards for commercial and industrial uses. 


So what will Raymond look like in the year 2000? We 
hope that through the planning process, the Town will con- 
tinue to improve as an attractive community in which to 
live and work.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As we close the decade you can see from the statistics 
we continue to be a growing community. The economy 
down swing has slowed new home construction, we have 
however been fortunate enough to enjoy some new business 
construction which will broaden the tax base. 


Our officers continue in their dedication to the town 
and all of its citizens. We have continued to improve our 
knowledge and techniques through in-service training. Each 
officer has attended an evidence gathering course presented 
by the Attorney Generals Office. 


Sargeant Dyrkacz attended a Property Control School 
and a First line supervisors school at Police Standards and 
Training. He is presently developing a control program for 
evidence. 


Shawn Coope has completed an Interview & Interroga- 
tion school to sharpen his awareness of some of the new 
procedures. Shawn is also starting to assume some of the 
prosecutors duties and is progressing well. 


Tim Dolan as our training officer has received instruc- 
tion in High Risk Patrol and Law Update to keep him in- 
formed. He is responsible for preparing new officers for 
duty and is very good in that area. 


Richard McFadden, John Kelly and Ross Oberlin have 
been putting their newly learned skills gained at the Police 
Academy to work. Their fine efforts on patrol are truly 
appreciated. 


Mark Bigger has resigned to join the Londonderry 
Police for higher pay and better chances for advancement. 
Bob McMullen has also resigned to have more time for per- 
sonal obligations. Bob worked as a Special Officer for ten 
years with a tireless dedication to the town. He will be miss- 
ed and not easily replaced. We hope he and his wife Gail 
enjoy leisure time together. 


We have added a Unisys computer from money receiv- 
ed from the drug forfeiture fund at no cost to the town. 
We are awaiting the completion of the program and expect 
to have it in full operation before March Ist. 


We are once again asking the citizens to vote for a Safe- 
ty Service Complex. This facility is desperately needed to 
eliminate the overcrowded, antiquated and dangerous con- 
ditions that we work in. You may recall the municipal trust 
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surveyed the building eighteen months ago and listed the 
existing hazards. We have not been able to correct some 
of the complaints from the New Hampshire Trust with 
respect to safety hazards due to overcrowding. We will not 
be able to continue operations if compliance is not obtained. 


The wives and families of our officers make sacrifices 
most families would not consider such as no holiday 
weekends, months of night work, call to duty at inconve- 
nient hours, and occasionally not being able to ask ques- 
tions about assignments. As Chief and husband of a very 
understanding and loving wife, I would like to use this 
forum to express my understanding, appreciation and sup- 
port for all they have done. These efforts help to keep us 
going. Thank you. 


Through it all we have enjoyed the assistance and help 
of the Dispatch Center. Since they are your first contact 
with the Emergency Service System they must assure you 
we are an effective working team. We have the utmost con- 
fidence and pride in their proven ability. Our thanks and 
appreciation is also extended to the Fire, Ambulance and 
Highway Department. A special thanks to Town Office per- 
sonnel who maintain pleasant friendly attitudes in all our 
working relationships. We are often assisted by the State 
Police and neighboring Police Departments. We thank them 
for their cooperation and support. 


We are looking forward to continuing our level of ser- 
vice to the community. We are grateful for your support, 
trust and assistance. Please continue to keep us informed 
as to your feelings about services. Together we can keep 
Raymond a safe community as we approach the growing 
challenges of the twenty first century.

As we got off the boat preparing to do our grocery 
shopping for the weekend the first batch of new crew 
members began to sing. 


‘*The crew set sail from a crowded port aboard this 
tiny ship.”’ 


It must have been quite a sight to the people in War- 
ren’s Restaurant, me with my high school students as crew 
following behind as they broke into ‘‘Gilligan’s Island’’. 
As they argued over who was going to ride in the shopp- 
ing cart at the supermarket, I began to wonder if I had lost 
my sanity after all. Four days and four nights on board a 
boat with teenagers could be reason to question one’s mental 
faculties. 


This new program was designed to provide teenagers 
with an interdisciplinary recreational and educational ex- 
perience by coupling twelve hours of afterschool class work 
with two days of sailing. Students learned about the history 
and literature of the Isles of Shoals, marine biology, basic 
navigation, safety at sea, and the rules of the road. They 
also had some time to learn about the schooner Appledore, 
the boat that would be their home for two days and nights. 


The plan was to divide crew members into two groups, 
each to spend two days and two nights aboard my boat and 
home. During this time we would sail to Appledore Island 
run by the University of New Hampshire and Cornell 
University. There we would have time to visit the Marine 
Biology Lab and explore the Island. Students would have 
an opportunity to put into practice and to experience, the 
things they learned about in the classroom. 


As we worked our way up and down the isles of the 
supermarket I began to wonder if my methods of dealing 
with teenagers would actually work in a marine environ- 
ment. Would they learn, through participation, some of the 
things I hoped they would. 


Raymond is unique in manyways. One of these is in 
the number of things that are accomplished utilizing 
cooperative effort and volunteers. Many programs, the 
school and recreation sailing trip for example, happen 
because of this spirit. Another example is aerobics which 
is in it’s tenth season and is run entirely by volunteers. The 
1989 season saw the addition of a 4:30 Aerobics class plus 
a Body Toning class all run by volunteer leaders. The Easter 
Parade, Halloween Party, and Christmas on the Common 
are Recreation Department events but would not happen 
without the essential help of scouts, Lions Club, Knights 
of Columbus, Shop’n Save, Fire Department and other 
volunteers. More and more people are becoming an active 
part of the community and are volunteering to help. 


The Raymond Arts Associates sponsors plays, art 
shows, and craft fairs. Run by volunteers, this group utilizes 
excess income from it’s activities to provide a scholarship 
award to exceptional high school students interested in the 
arts. 


The Youth Basketball Association and Youth Soccer 
Association, like the Raymond Youth Athletic Association 
and PopWarner Football, are run by volunteer leaders and 
coaches. These people provide activities for hundreds of 
children annually. Many volunteers and coaches continue 
from one season to another. Working year round as 
volunteers. 


1989 was a good year for skiing in spite of the lack 
of snow. Each week 80 students skied at Highlands Ski Area 
in Northfield, NH. Also popular were the two trips to 
Sunapee Ski Area and one to Cannon Mt. The weeklong 
trip to Quebec to ski at Mt. Ski Anne was again a success 
(see 1989 Town Report). We finished out 1989 with a 
Christmas vacation ski trip to Sunday River in Bethel 
Maine. 


The Summer Playground for 1989 was again very 
popular with 249 registered for the 7 week program. This 
was a reduction of nearly 100 children since 1988. My in- 
itial reaction was that the decrease in enrollment was due 
primarily to the $20 increase in registration fee. A survey 
done at the end of summer of 1988 registrants that did not 
return in 1989 failed to prove my feeling. The survey did 
provide some very interesting and helpful results. 


Of all the parents surveyed only 25% said they did not 
re-enroll their child because they felt the cost was too high. 
Uncharacteristically, a large number of children that did 
not return were first and second graders. Parents said their 
children complained that there was “‘nothing for them to 
do there’’ or ‘‘it was boring”’ etc. Traditionally, we have 
lost numbers in the pre-teen and teen area, but this year 
‘*Rick’s Rec’n Crew’’ grew in numbers. 


In recent years we’ve worked hard to keep teenage 
enrollment up. However, we’ve fallen short with the 
younger children. In 1989 we provided more emphasis on 
special programs for Ist and 2nd graders. In 1990 we plan 
to continue to use the information from the survey to im- 
prove our offerings for that group. 


The Swim Program at Onway Lake was again very 
poplar with 141 children participating in swim lessons. The 
large again numbers caused problems with overcrowding 
and overuse. The time has come to search for another solu- 
tion. Late in 1989, another funding round was announced 
for Land and Water Conservation Funds and a grant 


application was prepared and submitted to Concord to con- 
struct a beach at carrol Lake behind the Elementary School. 


A sampling of successful new programs for 1989 in- 
clude Men’s Softball, Photography, Christmas vacation ski 
trip, Karate, Women’s self-defense and a landscape 
seminar. 


Leisure activities are alive and well here in Raymond 
due largely to the people who give freely of their time to 
help provide servcices. I could name names, but the list 
would go on and on. You know who you are and ‘‘thanks 
to you it’s working’’. 


For me, the greatest reward over the past year has been 
in working with Raymond’s young people. Over the past 
year I have traveled literally thousands of miles all over 
New England and into Canada with close to a thousand 
teenagers. They have been fine representatives of Raymond, 
welcome everywhere we go. Often I hear ‘‘We wish all 
our groups were as well behaved as Raymond.”’ Given the 
opportunity to behave responsibily, they generally do. I was 
hoping this trend would continue. 


“If not for the courage of the fearless crew the Min- 
now would be lost, the Minnow would be lost.’’ 


I was having my doubts. 


Each of the two trips went very well, but each had their 
bits of adventure. The thick fog that set in as we left Port- 
smouth Harbor provided a few anxious moments for crew 
members. As we approached Appledore Island, we emerg- 
ed from pea soup fog into bright sunshine and picked up 
the marine lab mooring under sail. By the time we left the 
Islands on the second day, I felt that given a few more days, 
this crew would be quite competent at handling Appledore 
with little direction. The next trip also had its moments of 
adventure. While collecting samples from the tide pools 
along the shoreline, the marine lab contacted us to give 
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warning of an approaching severe thunderstorm. Marine 
lab staff quickly ferried us back to the boat but it was ap- 
parent from conditions that it would be dangerous for us 
to try to move from the mooring we were on. The Captain 
of the Kingsbury called us on the radio to tell us to sit tight. 
He would ride out the storm a mile or two away and we 
could stay where we were until the storm was over. High 
winds predicted for the following day necessitated our leav- 
ing the Islands earlier than expected, ‘‘it’s all part of 
sailing’’. 


It was the period between the two trips that made me 
aware that it was, infact, working. I left the first crew with 
Lynn (also a licensed captain) with instructions to the kids 
simply ‘‘clean the boat, get her ready for the next group 
and make supper for everyone’’. I was off for more 
groceries and would be back in one hour. When I returned 
and walked down the dock with bags in my hands both 
crews got up (voluntarily) and went to my truck to unload 
it. The boat was nearly spotless, dinner was cooking, crew 
#1 was busy teaching crew #2 ‘‘the ropes’’ of the boat, 
the trick to opening the cooler was essential to survival. 


Responsible teenagers has become sort of an oxy- 
moron these days like jumbo shrimp or military intelligence. 
The young people that I have been dealingwith in the past 
year have shown me that very often, if you expect respon- 
sibility and give them the opportunity to demonstrate it, 
the can show it.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This year the following roads were shimmed and 
overlaid: 


Lane Road Morrison Road 
Nancy Lane Darlene Drive 
Old Bye Road 


The top coat of hot top was put on Heath Road and 
also about 2200’ of Harriman Hill Road is under 
construction. 


The following drainage problems were taken care of: 
Cote Circle - drop inlet stone and underdrain. 


West Shore Drive - catch basin, underdrain, hot top dit- 
chline and 5’’ to 8’’ erosion stone to the lake. 


About 800’ (feet) of ditchline was hot topped on Green Road 
including driveway aprons. This was done to help stop a 
bad wash out problem area. Also catch basins and ditchlines 
were lowered on Hunter Drive to prevent the ice problem 
of last year. 


About 800’ (feet) of Shatagee Road was rebuilt in- 
cluding the removal of ledge. About another 800 feet is 
currently being prepared for 1990, to be rebuilt. The ma- 
jority of the work was done with the town equipment and 
labor. 


Most of you have probably read in the newspaper that 
we will be needing a new hough loader in 1991 to take the 
work load off of the fast aging one that we now have. 
Presently most of our equipment is in good shape. 


At this time I would like to thank the Raymond Voters 
for their support last March for voting in a new highway 
shed. Also I would like to thank all of the full and part- 
time people for their dedication for being there when they 
were needed. It’s their dedication that made the highway 
crew what it is today.

DUDLEY-TUCKER LIBRARY 


ANNUAL 


Anyone visiting the Dudley-Tucker Library after 
December 18, 1989, will have noticed all the changes that 
have taken place this year. A good part of 1989 was spent 
in planning, laying the ground work for, and organizing 
our renovation project. Both the Trustees and staff con- 
tributed to the new lay-out of the main library room. Our 
goal was to open up the space as much as possible and to 
make collections more patron accessible, and we feel we 
have succeeded. 


Although disappointed with the March Town Meeting 
vote to again postpone the expansion of the library, the 
Trustees have made a committment to the continuing growth 
and development of the library. The first step in that direc- 
tion was to have a complete evaluation done by the New 
Hampshire State Library. One unpopular and difficult deci- 
sion that came from this evaluation process was the suspen- 
sion of the Childrens Story-Time on Tuesdays. Once a se- 
cond safe means of egress is added to the library’s second 
floor, Story-Time will be resumed. 


Again this year, space constraints dictated many of the 
actions taken by the library. Keeping library collections 
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current, updating reference materials, and responding to 
the needs of an expanding community is the roll of all 
libraries. The task of meeting these needs proves very dif- 
ficult indeed, when the library building itself is so inade- 
quate. An extensive weeding program removed 1800 
volumes from the shelves. Using these volumes, the Friends 
of the Library held a book sale during Raymond’s 225th 
Anniversary celebration. Books that did not sell were given 
away free. The childrens titles that were weeded were 
donated to the Raymond Middle School--some to be used 
in the media center and others in individual classrooms. 


The theme for the 1989 Summer Reading Program was 
‘*Reading is DINO-MITE’’. Fifty participants read over 
500 books and enjoyed a dinosaur theme wrap-up party 
sponsored by the Friends of the Library. 


As librarian, I would like to publicly thank all of the 
library staff for their extra effort during our renovation. 
Many long hours were put in moving books around for 
painters and shelving installers, and that doesn’t begin to 
count the hours spent doing an inclusive inventory.

RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant) 
to the collector within thirty days of receipt of approval 
of the tax rate unless for good cause the time is extended 
by the department. The collector shall within thirtydays 
after receipt of the warrant from the selectmen (assessors) 
send out the tax bills unless for good cause the time is ex- 
tended by this department. 


RSA 76:1 1-a Information Required. The tax bill which 
is sent to every person taxed, as provided in section II, shall 
also show the assessed valuation of all lands and buildings 
for which said person is being taxed.

REPORT OF THE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY 
COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM, INC. 


Rockingham County Community Action Program, Inc. 
(RCCAP) is a private, non-profit corporation, officially 
designated as the antipoverty agency which serves the low- 
income population of Rockingham County. Our mission 
is to serve the multitude of needs of the county’s low- 
income residents by assisting them in coping with the hard- 
ships of poverty, giving them the tools to lift themselves 
out of poverty and seeking to eradicate the root causes of 
poverty. RCCAP has been effectively serving these needs 
for more than twenty-four years. 


The Greater Raymond Community Action Center is 
the outreach center serving residents of Raymond and 14 
other communities, and as such acts as Raymond’s central 
resource for information regarding all available human ser- 
vices. In addition, RCCAP offers service sites in 18 other 
Rockingham County communities for the application and 
provision of various Community Action services. 


Of the major direct service programs offered by Com- 
munity Action, the following were provided to eligible 
residents of Raymond from July 1, 1988 through June 30, 
1989: 


262 households received Fuel Assistance, a program 
which provides a financial grant of up to $500.00 to assist 
with energy-related expenses. 


22 homes were weatherized through the Weatheriza- 
tion Program, which provides high quality materials and 
trained labor to weatherize homes in order to reduce heating 
costs and conserve energy. 


9 households received the Home Repair Program, 
which provides for the repair or replacement of furnaces 
and heating units and home repairs for low-income 
homeowners. 


83 children were provided meals from private family 
day care homes which participate in the Rockingham Fami- 
ly Day Care Program. 


4 child care referrals were arranged through the Child 
Care Resource and Referral Program, which compiles cur- 
rent data on all available child care options, provides child 
care referrals to employees of participating companies as 
well as to the general public, and expands the supply of 
quality day care by recruiting, training and assisting new 
day care providers. 


19 children were enrolled in Head Start, a comprehen- 
sive, early childhood development program for low-income 
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and handicapped children and their families. 


168 women, infants and children received help through 
the WIC Program, which offers supplemental nutritious 
food and nutrition counseling to pregnant women, nursing 
mothers and children up to the age of 5 who are nutritionally 
at risk. 


7 households received Crisis Assistance, a program 
which provided a one-time financial grant for the payment 
of rent, mortgage, electricity or fuel for those in emergen- 
cy situations. 


4 elderly or handicapped individuals received Lifeline, 
an emergency response system which provides immediate 
twenty-four hour access to community medical responders. 


350 food packets were provided through the Surplu? 
Food Program, which distributes USDA surplus food to 
eligible households through periodic mass distributions. 


68 households received emergency food packets 
through the Emergency Food Pantry, a program which pro- 
vides a temporary supply of nonperishable food to families 
in crisis. 


4 households who were homeless or at risk of being 
homeless received a security deposit loan through the 
Security Deposit Loan Fund. 


16 children were enrolled in Camp Sebago, a week- 
long overnight summer camp for low-income children bet- 
ween the ages of 7 and 12. 


12 children/postpartum women received help through 
the Commodity Supplemental Foods Program, which pro- 
vides commodity foods to eligible children up to age six 
and postpartum women until their infants reach one year 
of age. 


In addition to these major programs, much of our staff 
time is devoted to working with people who come to use 
seeking help. During the past year, we logged 1,826 calls 
or visits from Raymond residents, many of which were 
crisis calls involving fuel or utility problems, the lack of 
food or clothing or general financial needs. By working 
closely together with local and state welfare administrators, 
fuel and utility companies, other human service agencies 
and interested clergy and civic groups, we are able to link 
those in need with the services available to them. 


Since the services we offer greatly relieve the towns 
we serve from the full burden of providing for the needs 
of their low-income residents, we ask every community we 
serve to make a financial contribution to our agency based 
upon the level of service we have provided to its residents. 
The amount we request equals 4.5% of the total dollar value 
of services provided during the previous fiscal year, which 
means that we request $4.50 for every $100.00 we pro- 
vide in direct services. 


From July 1, 1988 through June 30, 1989, Communi- 
ty Action provided $372,673.00 in services to Raymond 


residents. We are therefore requesting the town of Ray- 
mond to contribute 4.5% of this amount, or $16,770.00. 
The town of Raymond has contributed to our agency for 
many years, and we extend our appreciation to you for your 
continued support.

The Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission 
offers a wide variety of services, resources and technical 
assistance to all towns that are dues-paying members of the 
Commission. A professional planning staff, assisted by con- 
sultants in certain specialized fields for which the Com- 
mission is unable to employ a full-time staff, work under 
the direction of your representatives to the Commission in 
developing and carrying out planning programs that require 
regional perspective as well as which pertain to your 
community. 


Local planning assistance requests are normally made 
by the Planning Board and/or the Board of Selectmen of 
your town based on your local priorities. However, cer- 
tain general studies, notifications or acquisition of resources 
that are deemed essential for all member municipalities of 
the Commission are also conducted with the concurrence 
of the Commission. 


Services that were performed for the Town of Ray- 
mond during the past year are as follows: 


1. Provided testimonies to the House and Senate com- 
mittees of the 1989 session of the General Court on 
many House and Senate bills pertaining to planning 
and zoning issues. House Bill 7 58 dealing with im- 
pact fees, and Senate bills 139 and 166 deserve special 
mention. 


2. Co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture Series, to 


which Raymond officials were invited. 


. Provided the Planning Board with a copy of the Com- 
mission’s housing needs assessment for the region. 


. Assisted with revision of the Flood Insurance Program 
ordinance for its adoption at the town meeting. This 
ordinance, if adopted, will meet all the requirements 
of the Federal Emergency Management Agency of the 
U.S. Government. 


. Updated the town’s road base map drawn in the scale 
of 1°’ = 1000’.

RAYMOND SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


This year was a very busy year for the Raymond School 
Board. Even though we did not have a new building to build 
or enter; we had to really focus on the future for the students 
of Raymond. An advisory committee to the board was set 
up to study the needs of the school district. The gruop of 
people that worked on this committee did an excellent job 
and the School Board would like to thank them for all the 
time they put into the preparation of the report. The com- 
mittee made a study of the following: 


INSTRUCTIONAL SPACE AND CURRICULUM 

FINANCIAL BASE 

DEMOGRAPHICS: ENROLLMENT PROJECTIONS 
BASED ON ENROLLMENT HISTORY AND 
RAYMOND SCHOOL DISTRICT POPULATION 
STUDY. 


The School Board took these studies and recommend- 
ed to the Administration to bring back certain items to 
study. One of the scariest items was the demograhics. This 
has not changed since our study back in 1982 when we first 
did a report. If anything the numbers have incrcased a lit- 
tle. This led the School Board to making a major decision 
to present to the town at the school district meeting in March 
of 1990. Yes, start to build a new school for elementary 
education. The School Board is very concerned about do- 
ing this because of the increase in taxes. We looked at three 
to four different ways for this to be done. But, in the long 
run the way to go is start a new building with a core of 
600 students and build twelve classrooms and then add as 
needed. We would use the land that is at the high school. 
We want to keep the burden down as much as possible and 
we would bond over a longer period of time then we did 
the high school. The School Board job is to educate the 
children of Raymond and we felt we had to make this deci- 
sion to take care of the over crowding in the elementary 
school and at least keep the basic programs. After seeing 
the increase in our students California Achievement Test 
(CAT) the school board does not want to take a step 
backwards. So we will be coming to you, the people, in 
March for guidance, help, and direction. 


In the paragraph above I mentioned the CAT. The 
parents and the towns people of Raymond should be very 
proud of their children. The scores have come up from the 


past years. This has a lot to do with the work of our Assis- 
tant Superintendent, Mrs. Cheryl Stratcko, and her work 
with the curriculum directors of our schools. We started 
one year with math, then did science; last year did social 
studies, and this year the goal is reading and language arts. 
Committees were set up from each school and many hours 
were put in by the Assistant Superintendent, curriculum 
directors and teachers from each building. After talking 
with other schools we have one of the best written cur- 
riculums in the state and the CAT scores are starting to 
show this. So much can be done when you start the cur- 
riculum in the Readiness class and follow the same cur- 
riculum through the twelveth grade. 


As I wrote my report last year at this time the school 
board had just started negotiations with the teachers. This 
year we still have not settled for the school year 89-90 and 
the teachers came back without any kind of an increase in 
salary. I want to thank the teachers for coming back in an 
orderly manner for our students. After reading and hear- 
ing some of the steps that were taken by other teachers in 
other districts our teachers did not follow in those direc- 
tions. The negotiations this time went as far as factfinding 
and therefore, will becoming to the floor at the school 
district meeting for the public to vote on. 


Another major task for the School Board this year is 
the search for a new superintendent. Dr. James Carnrite 
will be leaving SAU #33 in June of 1990. We hope that 
by school district meeting we will be able to announcc the 
name of the new Superintendent of Schools. The Raymond 
School Board wants to thank Dr. Carnrite for the services 
he gave us these past three years and also to wish him the 
best of luck in the future. 


The Raymond School Board wants to thank all who 
are striving for the best education for our students of Ray- 
mond. We still want to move in a forward direction and 
this will continue with the support of the towns people.

This report covers the period March 11, 1989 to the 
present. 


The Raymond schools are well staffed, administered 
effectively, are environmentally safe and clean and most 
importantly our students are learning. The California 
Achievement Test scores prove improvement in student 
achievement as compared to the national norms. Reasons 
for improved student achievement include effective instruc- 
tion, an organized curriculum, favorable class size, good 
building administration and financial support.

LAMPREY RIVER ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
RODERICK D. CREPEAU, PRINCIPAL 


On a hot and steamy day last July, two former students 
were cooling off with the sprinkler in front of the school. 
While I wasn’t intending to eavesdrop on their conversa- 
tion, I did hear one girl say to her friend, ‘‘I really liked 
this school - I had such a good time here.’’ Her spontaneous 
remark lifted me out of the budget mire I was sinking in 
and started me thinking that she is right in so many ways. 
This is a good school. We have parents who care and sup- 
port their children, a faculty that is experienced and 
dedicated, a support staff who are talented and hard work- 
ing, a great group of volunteers, and a wonderful bunch 
of kids. 


Parents are consistently supportive and involved. Our 
fall Open House is packed. If you came a bit late on that 
evening last September and had to park out on Old Man- 
chester Road, you knew that already. Parent conferences 
are well attended. And our choral and band concerts are 
very popular. But the Spring Fling draws the largest gather- 
ing of any event in Raymond, causing this musical program 
to be held over two nights. Volunteers are constantly in 
the school helping in the classrooms, after-school on pro- 
jects, with the Call-In program, assisting our nurse, and 
serving as PTO members. Our volunteer program receiv- 
ed a big boost when Chery] Roy volunteered to form a com- 
mittee to organize and increase the numbers of community 
people involved in our school. This group did a wonderful 
job and their effort is appreciated. 


The LRES PTO, led by its president, Judy McDermott, 
has some of the most able and caring people I have had 
the privilege to work with in almost twenty years in public 
education. They are adept at fund raising which fuels the 
varied projects they support in the school. Among these 
are the performing arts series which this year brought opera 
to the gym and The Gift of the Magi at Christmas. Our 
office personnel were ecstatic with the high speed copier. 
New walls between classrooms make teaching and learn- 
ing much pleasanter. The adjustable backboards make play- 
ing basketball in the gym easier for the elementary popula- 
tion which is getting shorter. Santa’s Secret Store was 
jammed with young shoppers on a Saturday a few weeks 
before Christmas. PTO volunteers man the Call-In 


program. The achievements of over one hundred elemen- 
tary students were recognized at the PTO sponsored Awards 
Night last June. 


Faculty at Lamprey River Elementary teach by day, 
serve on committees when the students go home, and they 
correct papers at night. All are involved with budget 
preparation and selection of materials used in the school. 
Each year for the past three years many different teachers 
served on curriculum development committees. Thanks to 
the many hours of additional work our community’s 
elementary school children have an up-to-date Science cur- 
riculum and a new (September 1989) Social Studies cur- 
riculum. This year we are reviewing and revising the 
Reading curriculum which is now a decade old or to view 
it another way, it is older than the children who are using 
it. In addition to these more formal activities, faculty are 
involved with several initiatives to improve the quality of 
instruction and learning. Many are using a program called 
Positive Action, which is designed to help students increase 
their self image. Other faculty are using the Grow Labs 
to promote interest in science, math, and language arts. 
Third grade teachers developed two excellent evenings for 
parents and children - one focusing on math and the other 
on writing. Readiness faculty organized a Thanksgiving 
Feast which included a turkey dinner with all the trimm- 
ings for parents and their children. Teachers from different 
grades developed the Amigos program which pairs a high 
school student with an elementary student. The goals are 
to build a partnership to strengthen learning and self esteem. 
We started last year with about forty students participating 
in the program. This year there are 100 students, 50 from 
Raymond High School and 50 elementary students involv- 
ed. Lamprey River Elementary is a busy, productive, and 
an effective school, despite space problems which are get- 
ting worse. 


As you look at the table below, naturally, the substan- 
tial increase in enrollment since 1980 will catch your eye. 
It does mine as Lamprey River Elementary was designed 
for 600 students. I would also direct your attention to the 
increases in the lower grades which are formidable and elo- 
quently define the problem facing the community.

IBER HOLMES GOVE MIDDLE SCHOOL 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
Edward W. Donovan, Principal 


The 1989-90 school year marks the second year of 
operation for the Iber Holmes Gove Middle School grades 
5-8. It has been successful beyond our expectations. 


Building on the work accomplished during the school’s 
first year of operation, we will have solidified the schools 
organization. Scheduling, office procedure, instruction and 
student behavior have all gone very well . We now have 
a smooth running operation with which we can provide our 
students with a sound educational environment. 


Academically the brightest spot has been the results 
of the California Achievement Test administered in Oc- 
tober. In past years grades 5 and 6 have performed at and 
in some cases significantly above national norms for these 
tests. However, scores achieved by our 7th and 8th graders 
have been significantly below national standards. This year 
scores for the 7th and 8th grade have showed remarkable 
improvement and are now at or above national norms. If 
this continues in future years, it means that we have turn- 
ed an important corner in the education of middle school 
youngsters. 


In addition to providing solid instruction in the basic 
academic subjects we are extremely proud of our unified 
arts program. Students in all of our grades are receiving 
exposure to industrial education, computer education, home 
economics, art, health, and physical education. While to 
date we have not been able secure the services of a general 
music teacher, our middle school band program is going 
well under the direction of Ken Pfabe. 


In interscholastic athletics this year we fielded soccer 
teams as well as boys and girls basketball teams. Given that 
interscholastic athletics was reinstituted only two years ago, 
we have made substantial progress toward developing com- 
petitive teams. 


During the week of April 17-20 the 6th grade 
youngsters will be making their annual trip to Nature’s 
Classroom and many of our 8th graders will be participating 
in a trip to Washington, D.C. Both of these activities are 
of great importance and we are most grateful to the staff 
members and members of the public who are making this 
possible. 


Our IHGMS Parent Core Group has also continued to 
provide commendable service to our school and to its 
members. We are particicularly grateful to the Core Group 
for generously agreeing to purchase basketball uniforms 
for each of our teams. This was most generous and we are 
profoundly grateful . 


As I look back on the year and its successes I can’t 
help but feel that these are due in large part to consistency 
in operation and being able to deal with youngsters over 
a four grade range in a school large enough to accommodate 
our 450 students. As we face continued growth in Ray- 
mond, it is important to remember that how we organize 
our schools, the number of youngsters we put in classrooms 
and being able to maintain continuity on the teaching staff 
are of immeasurable importance. These things make a ma- 
jor difference in the education of your youngsters. 


Finally, let me pay special thanks to the people of Ray- 
mond for supporting our institutions. We are not unmind- 
ful of the serious financial sacrifices which Raymond peo- 
ple make each year in order to support public schools. I 
do not believe that given its resources there is any school 
district in the state that makes a greater effort to provide 
the best it can for its youngsters. I can think of no higher 
commendation.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT

In Dead Poets Soclety, one of last summer’s more 
popular movies, RoblIn Williams as John Keating, an un- 
conventional English teacher at a stuffy all-male prep 
school, climbs up on his desk and urges his students to join 
him. ‘‘I stand upon my desk to remind myself that we must 
constantly look at things in a different way,’’ he says. “‘The 
world looks very different from up here. Just when you 
think you know something, you have to look at it in another

way. 


Looking at things differently, striving for new and dif- 
ferent perspectives, can be risky. Inherently, it means ques- 
tioning the way things are. And that is always threatening 
to some. 


But at Raymond High School we believe that question- 
ing is what successful education leads to. It is a process 
that often generates controversy that cannot be risk free. 


Our questioning is evident through Raymond High 
School’s participation in the New Hampshire Alliance for 
Affective Schools, School Improvement Program. The 
alliance is a group of 19 agencies and organizations united 
by the common desire to make New Hampshire’s schools 
more effective. 


The program is designed to train local school teams 
to work collaboratively, using a shared decision-making 
model, to develop their own school improvement plan. 


Last year outside consultants gathered data about Ray- 
mond High and wrote a “‘profile’’ of the school’s effec- 
tiveness. This year the team has thoroughly reviewed the 
profile and is in the process of developing an action plan 
for Raymond High School. Our School Improvement Team 
consists of Assistant Superintendent Chery] Stratchko; Ray- 
mond School Board Members, Kathleen Hoelzel and 
Elizabeth O’Donnell; parent, Denise Menczywor; teacher 
representatives: Mary Fosher, English, Jim Fabiano, 
science, Carolyn French, graphic arts, Deirdre Doyle, 
English, Ann Morrill, life skills educator; student represen- 
tatives: Scott Roy, junior and Cindy Dustin, sophomore, 
and myself. 


This is Raymond High School’s third year of member- 
ship in project ‘‘Search,’’ which is the University of New 
Hampshire’s seminars for advanced high school students. 
We are currently sending 14 junior and senior students 
under the leadership of Jim Fabiano, our science instruc- 
tor, but we had over 40 students apply for entry. Thirteen 
other New Hampshire schools are involved in the project. 


We strongly feel that the program is a positive approach 
to further education. 


For the first time Raymond High School sponsored a 
Debate Team this year, becoming one of only two schools 
in the state to have this activity. Coached by social studies 
teacher, David Stearns, the team was active from September 
to January and participated in tournaments in Massachusetts 
and Maine. The students researched issues and were re- 
quired to be able to debate both affirmatively and 
negatively. 


Students who participated on the Debate Team were: 
Seniors, Jim White, Matt Heck, Audrey DeRoche: Juniors. 
Wanda Currier, Eric Canty, George Ingram, Tanya 
Metheny, Christine Ferrier: Freshmen: Hope Walton, 
Nicole Demers, Albert Carter, Tammy Pettis. 


The Raymond High School Athletic Program has seen 
steady growth this past year as more and more students have 
become involved. This year we were able to add winter 
track and hope to add a junior varsity girls’ softball team 
this spring. Instead of having one athletic sports banquet, 
we are having a banguet after each sports season. The 
highlight of the year was the state tournament participa- 
tion by our varsity soccer team. 


The Raymond School District is in its second year of 
a grant with the Northeast Regional Center. The purpose 
of the program is to establish action plans that focus on 
bringing people together. This would facilitate communica- 
tion, provide opportunities for positive self-esteem improve- 
ment and to involve the community in working with the 
school system. Samples of this program include our 
spaghetti supper last year, the Road Run-Walk, the float 
for the 225th anniversary, the Amigos Program (high school 
students working with elementary students) and the high 
school Peer Leaders Program. We certalnly appreciate all 
the assistance we have received from parents and communi- 
ty members. 


As principal of Raymond High School. I am impress- 
ed with the talents of the high school staff. Their genuine 
concern for the welfare of their students and the ability to 
help their students see things differently, to connect the 
seemingly unconnected or, in Thoreau’s words, to “‘see 
beyond the range of sight.”’ 


Hopefully the staff and students of Raymond High 
School will continue to question, to look at things differently 
and to think critically and creatively. As John Dewey said, 


**Anyone who has begun to think places some portion of don’t think.
